Yale, B, C., April 3.—Two drinks to 
each mamand no liquor in bottles; 
shat is the unwritten law in Yale dur- 
ing the strike in the Canadian North- 
ern construction camps, and its re- 
lentiess enforcement accounts for the 
excellent order which has so tar pre- 
vailed in the district. There has not 
been an arrest since the strike broke 
out on Saturday, and though 500 men 
of all nationalities are idle about the 
place, not a man the worse for liquor 
cun be seen. The strike seems to 
have started a wave of reform, 

Provincial constable reports that 
better order prevails than before the 
strike broke out. He has not had a 
single man in his lockup since the 
men were called from the camps, an 
almost unheard of record. 

On Saturday a mob came down the 
line ordering the men to quit work 
at camp number six, six miles east of 
here, They broke into the store- 
room and threw everything into the 
river. The same evening one man, it 
is reported, used a shotgun to compe! 
some workmen to leave their jobs at 
Spuzzum, 

Threaten to Cut Cables. 

They have threatened to cut the ca- 
bles, which are the only means of 
crossing the river at several of the 
camps. Warrants have been sworn 
out for hig arrest and a constable is 
on the wait for him. 

The strike committee, with Secre- 
tary Nelson as executive officer, rules 
and insists on keeping order. 

A-seeore of special I, W. W. con- 
Stables bave been appointed and 
these are distinguished from their 
fellows Sy Ted an@ green badges. 
They parade the streets. Several are 
stationed in the hotels, and any man 
who attempts to take more than two 
drinks at a time or who comes back 
often is promptly arrested and 
run off to the union headquarters. 
There he is searched and the amount 
of money he has is reported to the 
strike committee. His fine, which is 
immediately imposed by the commit- 
tee, is based on the state of his finan- 
cial affairs. A little money is left 
him to buy tobaeeo with, but the bal- 
ance is confiscated and goes to the 
grub fund, which is used to provide 
food for those already gone broke. 
If he has no money he is sentenced 
to hard labor, and under guard of 
an I. W. W. constable must put in 
several hours carrying water from 
tite nearest tap to the commissary 
ient or general mess room of the 
union, 

Strikers Nearly All Foreigners. 

The strikers are nearly all foreign- 
ers—Italians, Swedes, Finlanders and 
Austrians, with a few Americans. 
They are ignorant, and the majority 
of them can understand little Eng- 
lish, Even the cooks have been com- 
pelled to join the strikers, and the 
station men, foremen and timekeep- 
ers who alone are in the camps, are 
compelled to get their own meals, 
There were some threats at first for- 
bidding feeding of horses at various 
camps, but nothing along this line 
was done. The strikers draw no 
ienefits. There is no fund to draw 
from. Eagh man is compelled to pay 
dues amounting to fifty cents month 
to the I, W. W. , This is for the fire 
line, and makes up the total of $2500 
a month, But where the money has 
sone whey have never thought to ask. 


: ’ A PITIABLE CASE 


Calgary, April 3.—Despite the fact 
that telephone linemen in the employ 
of the provincial government are ali 
receiving union wages, and in some 
eases higher then union rates, an or- 
ganized effort will be made during 
the coming summer to call a strike 
on government work because many 
of the men employed have not taken 
out union membership cards.

SEALS FATE OF PASSENGERS,

Perth, Western Australia, April 3. 
—The wreckage picked up off the 
coast appears to seal the fate of the 
fifty passengers and eighty men of the

A faint, sugwestive chordlike the 
gentle stirring of leaves by an evening 
vephyr—acts ag a preludé to one of 
Chopin's enchanting melodies. A spirit 
of sweetness and delicate grace, like 
the soft breathing of the western 
wind, is. accompanied by a fragrant 
little obligato, as if some hidden book- 
let was trying to find a Way out of its 
leafy course, No air of splendor, of 
tragedy; or melancholy, pervade. the 
music—only a gtacious simplicity of 
utterance, innocent of all affectation, 
which comes with glowing sincerity 
from the heart.

WOULD BANKRUPT TILE LINES, 


New York, April 2—The conference 
committee of the managers of fifty 
eastern railroads issued a statement 
tonight denying that their refusal! to 
grant the demands of their locomotive 
ergineers for an increase in wages war 
!due to the inability of the roads to 
obtain an advance in freight rates, 

The statement followed a deslara- 
lticn of Warren S. Store, grand chief ef 
the Brotherhood eg Locomotive Ungi- 
| neers, published today, attributing to 
ithe roads that reason for their posi- 
tien In the wawe controversy and stat- 
ing that “the public needs an object 
| jesson to convince them that the roads 
ore entitied to more pay fcr the 
freight they carry.” 

The managegs’ statement alludes at 
length to their'lormal reply to the «en- 
gineers, in which it was pointed out 
/that the increases asked would be 
equivalent to a Hen of $188,844,818 
of four per cent, securities on the rall-
